1 .saw liuii 
dreds and hundreds at tho dock this 
morning lighting for the chance of an 
hour's work. .Mr. P.alguv: If I dis 
(diarge you what will you do'? hefnnl 
aiit I don't know. I was tiiiiikiiig uf 
going to Portsmouth and then on tu 
(.JariliiV, for 1 see in the pa|iers that 
there are .some work about lo begin 
tliero. Mr. Malguy: Have you tried 
the new dock at Lilburv/ ^'es, sir, I 
walked down to Siieerness, and called 
at 'rilbuiy out the wav liaid<, luil there 
were a hundred men waiting fur every 
one wanted. Mr. Ilalgny; \'oii area 
.Seotehiimii, nro you not? Defendant: 
r am, sir. Jlr. Baigtxy: If a S'cotchn.an 
cannot get work nobody can. {A laugh 
ill court.) Don't laugh. It is not a joke, 
bill, a fad, for Si'otehinan as a rule are 
industrious and persevering. Dcfeinl 
ant: I haven't waiiteil till now, and I 
thought I had a chance at Woolwich, ;

Whilst ((unstioiiiiig the propriety of sub- 
stituting the name of Vancouver for 
Granville, aa I am unprejudiced, I am 
willing to admit lluit it ia preferable to 
Bilkaburg, which has been suggested, ua 
moat appropriate, for it may be that in 
the diatant future aonielhiiig approiicliiiig 
to tho appearance of n town may alowly 
emerge from the dense foreat which now 
covers tho poniiiaula-betwepn English-Bay 
and what is best known as Gaatown. 
What I object to and what I protest 
against is tho Times making a catapaw of 
the Royal City to enable lots to bo Bold at 
fabulous pricoa in a paper city on Coal 
Harbor. 

For tho Tiniea to describe a substantial 
city like New Westminster -as a "useful 
adjunct to tho terminus as a commercal 
tradiiiij //o.sr'is one of tho moat impertinent 
things wliicli ha.-t ever come under niy 
notice.

ing an established and prosperous city. 
It has tho trade of a large ;;ik1 rich agri - 
cultural district. It has the aalnion 
iiaheries-beatdes three lumber mills, and 
other iiiiplirtant industries. It ia alao on 
tho natural and actual line of travel be- 
tween Victoriai the capital and the oom- 
mer«;ial and financial centre of this pro- 
vince, and the interior of the continent. 
Those who have o.xperionee, disceriimoiit 
and judgment can see that all that Van- 
couver can expect to be in our life time ia 
a small jumping otl place for Victoria.

CoVnTY COtJttTS. 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaked luavo to intro- 
diico a bill entitled, "An act !-,i.-ii!e;:t!ug 
the jurisdiction and procodiiro of county 
courts. 

Leave granted, and the hill read a lirst 
time and placed on tho onlcr.t of the ilay 
for Tluiraday. 

COAL JIINK.S UK01II..VTI()N. 

Mr, Raybould said that in moring tho 
second reading , of this bill, it was iin- 
nocesaary for him to state the diU'erent. 
duties of certain employes of tlie mines. 
It waa the duty of a iiruniaii to lir.sl in- 
spect the mine before any (Uio should i;o 
in to work, and the bill waa intomludio 
secure tit and proper men for this moat 
iin|)ortaiit position. Thero~bad been 
during tho past six years (>.5 accidents 
and tliirty-sevon lives lost bj' explosions 
of gas ill t^io minea, and tho minors not 
being satisfied with the existing slate of 
things it was the object of this bill to 
state what ability slmulil be reiiuired of a 
man when holding thu position of liro- 
niun. The bill also provided for the iii- 
apection of the coal mines once a lUunth, 

i.,HKn,ul of n.- 'I— '^'1.-- 

mcreaaed number of minea now runaeroil 
it iiecessury that the iiia[ieclor should do 
vote hia whole time to tlie duty of in- 
apectiiig the minea. Tliorii was also .-i 
clauae in- tho bill providing that the 
owners aliould not havo a voico in selecting 
the fireman of tho miii(\ as th i minors 
would no doubt select the bo.-il man, as 
their lives were at stake in the iiialtor. 

Mr. Dunsniiiir aaid that no ^eiitlt'inan 
in tho house was coiinoctod so iiuimalcly 
with coal mines aa himaolt. The bill pro 
sented was supposed to protect the minors 
in selectiug a competent fireman. At 
present the selection of such a fireman 
was left to the m.iiiager.s, who wore 
thoroughly conipeteiit. Nut une in a 
hundred minora thoroughly undorstoii(i 
the various gaaoa that wore found in coal 
minea. There waa a clause preventing 
owners from having their, own propuny 
examined. If such a clause were passed 
it would place owners of minea com- 
plotoly at the niurcy of the miners . Tin' 
liremen, aa at presuiit enipluyod, know a.i 
much about coal gases aa tho 3U|)i-riiiic-nil 
ent, and if the lirenian was appointod by 
the' ininera theinaolvea in case ol a di.s- 
agreemont they could induco the liroinan 
to not examine the -niiiie. lie would 
road a section of the act of 1«77 whicli 
provided that the minora thuinsolve.s could 
appoint two of their iiuniliur to iii.spoci 
the mines. This clause had never boioi 
taken advantage of. In appoioling a 
board of five minors to appoint a lini 
man of choir own clioo.siug, it would bo 
introducing a very dangeroun thing. Kmni 
his own knowledge of miiiors. nut ouo 
out of eighty would bo coiupeti-nl lo sii. 
on the board. Tho m.inagurs might ili.s 
chari/o the board from their enniloy, and 
tt now one- bo appointed, which again 
might bo discharged, and tho consoi|oenco 
would bo tho iniiiors might .itiike up 
back up the board, and whiU'o vvoulcl the 
matter Olid. Ho fully bulioved that tho 
bill was introduced for tliu pui poso of 
ruling thu cool industry. Uo had re- 
ceived a letter from a guntlenmn who 
Wondered where tho board waa to conio 
from, which was also the opinion of the 
miners he had coiisultiuj. 

Mr. Raybould — Was the letter from 
the miners thuiuaolves. 

Mr. Dunsmiiir— No, tho iiiforuiat icui 
waa given verbally to the wrilei- of tlui 
letter. He thought that the gentlein.m 
who bad iutroduced the bill had not cmi 
suited the whole mining district. At 
present when a new fireman was appoint 
ed the . iiiideigronnd luanagor generally 
accompanied him for a week or so to noo 
if he was ppinp.etent, and this bo (i\lr. 
Duiis'muir) thought was as good a test of 
compotoncy aa an examination before a 
board of minora. If a fireman Waa thor 
ouglily competent the only otlier thing 
that was nocesaary was that Ik; .should bo 
a thoroughly sober man. Tho laws regu- 
lating the duties of the fireman were now 
very atringont. [The speaker hero read a 
portion of the lireinaii's duties.] lie 
hpped ^that iiqporubju members would 
view the bill from an unprejudiced atund- 
point. Mr.Raybould had said there wore (!5 
acoidents during the pait su years. ilo 
(Mr. DiiiisKiuir) had buuii at tho niiiioa 
since tho first cargo of coal waa put out, 
and there never had boon an accident so 
far as he was^ awaro during the- 'M years 
ho -had been thuru but what had beiui 
caused by tho carelosanebs of the minors 
tlioiiisolvea in some way or other and ho 
could Bay the mines of Naiiaiiiio and 
Wellington wore as well managed aa any 
other oil the American coiilineut. Hu 



hoped that the bill would not pass, as it 
was thu most one sided atiair that had 
ever been prcsoiitod on tho fioor of a 
legislative hall. It would bo a i>oculiar 
state of afi'airs if a ship could not leave 
port until five able aeaiiieii had appointed 
examiners to grant certiticatoa of compe- 
tency to thoirown otticerB. He looked upon 
tbia bill aa of the same character aa thia 
would instance. It waa complained that 
there was nothing doiiij; in thu country, 
but tliis bill would have a tendency to 
drive away capital, for no one would iii- 
veat money and have it iiianageil by their 
einployo.i. Ilo had. no objection to a 
ulauau allowing thu men tu.iippoiut -rv-firo... 
man of their own, who could go along with 
the lUio ap[)oiiited by the ninnagora. Thoy 
could have such a. fireman .and pay him 
themselves. He had no (d)joctioii wliat- 
ovor to their appointing their own man 
and every facility would bo given him fin- 
testing tho mine i! in the preaioico of the 
lireinaii or other olHcor of the ownois. 
(Inly the ownors slioiild havo tho privilege 
of appointing their fiieiiian . to proliu-.t 
their |)roporty, and while doing this thoy 
wore also |)rotecting tho lives of tho luiii 
era. 

Mr.Thoo. Davie aaid that be rose to 
move that the bill bo road this day ai.x 
months. But ho thought that the geiitlu- 
uiaii who had jnat sat down had an idea 
that all coal mine legislation was directed 
against liimsidf. The proposition bo- 
fore thein in this act waa the moat nioli 
strolls that he had ever seen, for It pro 
viilod that the liroinan of the ininea should 
paaa an exuinination before the minora 
tlieniaelvoa. The law at the present time 
made ample provision for the proper pro 
tcction of tho iiiinins. Owniirs wore ju:>t 
as jcalou.s of the protection of thiur pro 
perty as the minors were of tlieir lives 
He pro|K)Hod that such an act should not 
moot with the favorable cuiiaidurat ion of 
the house. 

Mr. Dingwall soconded tho amend- 
ment. 

iMr. llayboiitd saiii that tho remarks of 
the lion, niombcr from N anmnio ( M r. 
Diiiiaiiuiir) would imply that tlio bill had 
not emanated from I ho minima of the dis- 
trict. He niit;ht have the means of know- 
ing this. He hod stated that all Acoidonts 
had been caiiaed bj- the iniiiera themaelvos. 
The aiioakoi- r>'pcatod two instances where 
tluMiri'inon had ciiuaod ai^cidoiila by ivv 
aiiiiuing with a naked light, and had boon 
themaidvfs iiijiiroil. The lireinaii at luv- 
soiil were not examined before a <;oni|io- 
tuiit board. Tho clause prohibiting own 
era did not exclude finuiagera of mines 
from being exaniinora. He was surprisi-d 
that the iiieinber for Victoria moved a a\\ 
nioiiths' hoist, as it was nociL-isary that llio 
bill should be coiisiiterod at once, so that 
protection might bo aHorded tho minors 
from explosions by accident. 

Mr. John saiil that ho would support 
the si.'colul reading of tlio hill. Me 
thought the bill should bo given favor- 
able coiiaidoratioii at this '.'<os»ioil, and 
that it lie allowed to go iiilo commilU-e 
and any ubjoctionable clauses struck out. 

Mr. Dunamuir said that the lionoralilo 
niomber for Victoria had aUited that Jie 
waa under the improHsioii that all logislii- 
tioii on coal niiiiea was direelod again.st 
himself. He had never thought so. iMr. 
Raybould had nieiitioiiod two inataiices 
of accident but the ones ipioted might oc- 
cur to the best man in the world, no mat 
lor ho w" careful he niiglit bo. Not one 
miner in a hundred thoroughly under- 
stood the diiroront gasoa in coal mines. It 
niiglit have boon caused through the im- 
proper workiiit; of tho lamp. 

Mr. Raybould aaid that it was through 
carolessneas of the lirciiiaii going into the 
mine with a naked light. 

Hon. Mr. Davie aaid if ho thought the 
paaaiiig of thia bill would save one life ho 
...jiou lavor it, out It lett the liiaiiagB- 
meiit of the mines to illconi|ietoiit por- 
soiiH. It wna a bill that should have boon 
doalt with by tho govoriimont aiiil not by 
private [lartios. He tlioiiglit the bill 
would take the control of their own [irop 
orty out of tho hands-of the inviiors. If 
the miners had come to tho house ami 
asked for llio paasiiig-of the bill there 
would no duubt have beun favjorublu^eou^ 
sideration given it. 

Mr. I'ooloy said that thu .princi|>lo un- 
ilerlying the whole bill was tn. take the 
maiiagomeiit of the mines mit of the 
hiMida of the owiVtfVs, tt prineipio that 
would hu dangeroiia to, the coal industries 
•if Iho pn-tvinco . The speaker inataiicod 
Iho evi<KMico that had boiui givmi al llio 
late imniost al Naiiaiiuo, when s.nue 
criiiiiiial carelessne.-HS was foniid against 
till! minors t hemsolvos in testiiii.' for gas. 
Ho thought tho placing of the , apimintiiig 
of a fireman in Iho hands of the minora 
would be exlreiiiely dangerous. While' 
at Naiiainio he had asked the iiiiiiers it' a 
l>i!l could be iiilroducod to protect their 
lives, Hiid they had told him that the 
only safety was in the- additional "caro' 
laken on the part of the ' minors tlifim- 
solvos. The lull in tho preaont form was 
I lioroiighly objoclii.piiabli), and JiO .^Would 
Vote for a six ntoiitlis hoist. •

On the 2-nd General 
WiUoii with four of (lurdon'a steamers 
aud a number of black troops, two coin- 
panies of mounted Infantry and six guns 
bombarded Shendy for two hours and 
almost oomylotely deatroyed tho town; 
but the occupants, of whom tlicro wore 
fow, appeared to be unwilling to surrend- 
er.

Earlo tolegrApIia friuii Halmk 
Cataract, about '25 niiloa holow Boili, aa 
follows : "The rebels sr.ill occupy Huiti 
and it is donbtful whether we will fight 
thoin thero or retire to Uorbor. Some of 
tho Mahdi'a regular soldiers at Boiti came 
from Berber. Thoy aay thoy Intend to 
ilo-iort to us. Two uncloa of Sheikli 
Suleiman, who niurderod Col. .Stewart, 
have aent ua word that thoy will come in 
and Bubuiit. Tho natives are now rotiirn- 
liig to their villages." 

In tho fight of the I'Jth Inst., which oc- 
curred within three aiilea of the Nile, 
many British tronpa wore In an almuHt 
fniiitiii(» comlitioii from lack of wiilor. 
Cid. Sir Chaa. Wilson ordered a »mall ile 
tachment of cavalry to obtain a HU[iply id' 
water from the river by cutting their way 
through tho enemy's force. The dangur- 
(lur movement was accoinpaniud with loss 
loss of life than might have been expect- 
od, and enough water was obtained lo re- 
vive the trou|ia and enable thmu to con 
tinue tho attacks. 

A news correapondoiit with (ion. Slow- 
art tolographa as follows: "Near Me- 
toiunuh, Jan. 20, after another liercu uiul 
prolonged light, tho object of Generul 
Stowavt's brilliant inarch haa been so fur 
attained that wo havu ouco more oatab- 
bailed iiurselvea on tho hanka of tho Nile, 
where wo can hold our mvu agaiiiat liii 
imitiau numbera. Geii. .Stowart, iiupiiig 
to surpriso the enemy, left Abuklea wella 
on Saturday afternoon and marctiod 
through the entire night. We aighted 
the river at daybreak. Thu enemy 
gathered about ridgea on the oppoaito 
batiks uf the Nile, ub.iiit an hour's 
inarch from ua. Wo wore burning 
to make tho .-.ttack, but ,vcre aniiuua 
to save the men after thoir long march 
without food. Gon. Stewart aelootod the 
boat position puaalble and foriiiod asipiiire, 
which loccivod the oiieiuy from all uidoa. 
Soon tho rebels were hcuii Hwarming and 
advauciiig towarila ua. \N'itliiii half an 
hour they open lire on our front, right 
and left, and until long past midday coii- 
tinuod to assail us with a perfect storm nf 
bullets. In spitu of the continuous (ire 
cinuparatlvoly fow [iritish were wouiidoJ. 
Geii. .Slewtrt was wounded early in thu 
action, when several ollicera and mon 
were killed. Having strengthened our 
position and repulsed all attacks the 
sijuaro ivaa preserved. In lho advance wo 
went ever thu alopen under a withering 
tiro, returning volleys very steadily. 
Throe times the rebela attempted to luitko 
a oliarge, but wuiu mowed down eikch 
time. The rebels eplondidly suHtiiiuod 
our fire. At last tho square rexchod tho 
river bank and fortified one of the vil- 
lages. Some of the men then returned 
lo bring in tho Wounded. The first part 
of tha iiiaroh was orderly nnd ipiile steady. 
Tho latter route lay through a denao jun- 
gle and groves of loimiaa, where the coii- 
fualon and uproar of uatlve drivers de- 
layed progress a couide of Imura and put 
the enemy on tho alert. The rebels, coii- 
uoalod in the tall gras.s, kept up a gulling 
tire, and tho British worn griuliially wern 
out by being exposed ua targets and iiii- 
able to strike back. (Jon. Stewart's 
wound dolaysd a counter attack of the 
a(|uuvu until two in the afternoon. The 
rebel riflemen possoaaed thu heights 
while their horaemon closed the rimds 
ill our rear. Aa the B(|uaro moved 
slowly from the zareeba all felt thuir 
fate depended upon its atoadinoas. 
Whar. the acpiaro Btnppod mir men 
laid down and deliv^ireJ volley after volley 
with superb atoadinoas. Al loat the 
British moment aanie when tho rebul 
apearmen advanced to hurl thumaelvea 
against tliu littlo square. Tho liritlali 
never wavered a nnunoiit when thoy naw 
the fun coming. Thoy ukucrud lustily 
and dulivored a lire ro deadly that the 
Arabs dropped in liuoa and retired in a 
broken mass, ileanwhllu another dense 
mass of rebels from the south was stopped 
by shells from Gordon's guna. At this 
juiicturo the uneiny'i redoubtable roaorve 
of horsemen, atatidard buarura aud faiiiitl- 
uu.l followers rushed against the square, 
but waa again repulaod by tho withering 
tiro delivered by our nioii. Their rotruat 
this time was final. They renewed the 
attack 110 more. Aftav reverently bury- 
ing the dead the whole force marched to 
tho Nile whore they woro allowed to 
bivouac in peace aud unity, the rebels 
liiakiiig no signs beyond beating druiiiH 
during thu whole night. Ii is stated the 
Mahdi aoiit twelve thoiiaand jjicked troops 
to annihilate tho troops either at Abuklea 
or here. It Is said ho is sending twenty 
thousand more men; but theru la no mure 
fenr now. The British have the Nilo 
uii thoir buck. Another Britiah column 
is on thu inarch, and Gordnn'a steamers 
are securing supplies and material. 
Metomneh Is atill hold by a amall force of 
rebel rillemeii with one firaaa (jun. Tho 
town is naid to bfi In j.;riial straila. 
A Kuroiiean waa clearly iliatliiguiHhed in 
tho rebel ranks. The Hritiah have ciip- 
tnrud throe unarmed rebel boats, which 
will bo very useful to thorn. All olHeors 
and ineu are in oxoellent health and 
apirity. Tho British square numbereil 
twidve hiindrod, mid tiio force of the 
enemy In oailmatod at nearly twelvo 
thousand. When the s(piiuo roliiriiud tu 
tho Karoeba thu day aftur the light many 
of the garriaou wept for joy.

"While tho spokesmen of "thu age of 
steam" are ringing all the cliaaf,'es on 
the glories of Watt's invention the pio- 
neers of science and invention an' hard 
at work to displace it. Kdi.son is now 
engajied in a search for a means of gen- 
erating electricity tlireetly from tho 
eonstiinption of coal. In a conversation 
with a New York rci>ortor he gives an 
interesting glnuiisu of what he is 
after and what he thinks are his chaiici's 
of .success. Wiiat he dij.^ircs to accoai- 
plish is, to do aw.iy witli the internu di- 
ary l)oilers, furnaces, steam cngi ucs ami 
dynamos that ari; now used in tho in'o- 
duetiou of electricity, nnd to procure 
that powerful force directly from tlic* 
fuel as electricity is now gotten from tho 
combustion of zinc in ibc battery. In 
couseqiienee of the coin])licaled methods 
by wluch the coiubustioii of coal 
is now converted into I'lcctriciiv 
this agent cost tvn times as 
niueh lus it shoiilil. ^V'o now, as is well 
known, got from coal but one-fiClli tu 
one- tenth i)art of the power it contain.s. 
Edison rejiorts that be has found no 
trouble in obtaining a slight eurrcnl uf 
electricity directly from the eoinbii.stiou 
of fuel, but ho has struck as yet an in- 
sui3orabl(! harrier to further p!-OL,'ress. 
Before this barrier his e-\i)criniciits, liki^ 
the similar successes of Jahlocbkoir and 
some Ciernian investigators reiiiniu mere 
laboratory curiosities. lie will give 
himsolE five years to unlock, this sc i ct 
of nature and will think himself lucky 
if he succeeds in that time. 

The descriiition Ivlison j,'i\es of (he 
hapj)}' results tliat would flow Icoin tho 
n>ali/.ation of his dreams of clie.qi e'ri' 
trieity justifies bis t^ithiisiastic ilidaia 
tion that the inventor w ho .succeeds In 
getting at it will do the vvorld tho great- 
est material .servn-c yet rendered lo man.
